With David out of town for a few days, 
and the deadline for submission of the 
President’s column fast approaching, this 
seemed like a good time for me to bring 
you up to date on recent staff additions. 
As the Rabbi Search Committee contin- 
ues its efforts, the office staff, Lea Salem 
— Administrator without equal, and 
Amy Clark— Administrative Assistant, 
keep body and soul together with in- 
sight, wit, and patience. 

Most of what the administrative vice 
president does is behind the scenes hav- 
ing to do with daily synagogue opera- 
tion and personnel, soitis a rare pleasure 
to get a chance to introduce you to two 
exciting new additions to our Sha’ar 
Zahav family, and to talk a little about a 
new role for a respected and valued 
member. 

This year has been, and will continue 
to be, a year of change and growth for 
our paid staff. This past May, at the Con- 
gregational Meeting, the members ap- 
proved the establishment of asynagogue 
educator position. This half time posi- 
tion is responsible for the oversight and 
coordination of all synagogue educa- 
tional programming: Kadimah, Adult 
Education and Pre-school. Our former 
Kadimah principal, Phyllis Mintzer, con- 
tinues to be a valuable resource to us in 
a new role, as synagogue head teacher. 
Phyllis will be in an expanded role be- 
yond her traditional focus on Kadimah, 
in adult education, Torah study, and 
teaching the B’nai mitzvah classes. Kadi- 
mah, our religious school, has grown 
enough this school year to require four 
teachers, with classes meeting Saturday 
and Sunday, and even needing to use off 
site space. Program Coordinator Dana 
Katz, whose wonderful events we en- 
joyed last year, has moved on to another 
position, and we have found a new pro- 
gram coordinator. 

In addition to efforts of the Rabbi 
Search Committee this summer, recruit- 
ments were also conducted for Syna- 
gogue Educator and Program 
Coordinator. As you might expect, Sha’ar 
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Zahav has its own unique set of expecta- 
tions, and has been spoiled by having 
some pretty special staff over the years. 
So finding the right people for our posi- 
tions is never quick or easy. However, I 
am pleased to introduce you to two of 
the newest members of our family, and 

to describe briefly Phyllis’ new role: 
Tamar Malino — Synagogue Educa- 
tor — Tamar comes to us as a graduate of 
Oberlin college with a degree in Judaic 
and Near Eastern Studies. She attended 
Pardes Institute, and spent the last year 
at the Jewish Theological Seminary as a 
rabbinical student. Tamar has experi- 
ence in education from a variety of per- 
spectives, as a camp director, a religious 
school teacher, a counselor, a tutor and 
as co-president of the Oberlin College 
Hillel. She is currently taking a leave 
from her studies and has agreed to join 
our staff. Her duties will include: acting 
as liaison to the various education com- 
mittees and the Children’s Education 
Board; implementing multi-generation- 
al educational programming; and serv- 
ing as the administrator-coordinator of 
overall synagogue educational events. 
We are very pleased that Tamar has 
agreed to join us, and look forward to

October Va’ad Minutes

Monday, October 14 

Va’ad officers and members present: 
Michael Chertok, Ed Lopatin, Jeff For- 
man, Diana Buchbinder, Sara Haber, El- 
lie Cohen, David Gellman, Lyssa 
Friedman, Tiela Chalmers, Mark Bow- 
ers. Also present: Lea Salem, Paul Co- 
hen, and Renée Bauer, who was 
introduced as the new Program Coordi- 
nator for the synagogue. 

Diana Buchbinder, who conducted this 
meeting, postponed the majority of the 
agenda and replaced it with animpromp- 
tu field trip tosurvey the former Comisky 
Roche Funeral Home, 290 Dolores Street 
at 16th Street. The space is a possibility 
for a new permanent home for CSZ. 

The Va’ad and several committee 
members met there toconsider the strong 
and weak points of the potential new 
home, including size, location, accessi- 
bility, structure, transportation, zoning 
and needed modifications to make the 
space our own. The building is easily 
accessible by public transportation. Park- 
ing on Dolores Street is variable. Mem- 
bers who now live or who have lived in 
the neighborhood consider it quite safe. 
Some issues remain and require profes- 
sional advice. Clear advantages to the 
space even as currently configured area 
much larger oneg room with a kitchen, 
immediately available classroom spac- 
es, ample office space, a larger sanctuary 
and handicapped-accessible bathrooms. 
A motion was unanimously passed to 
budget $1,500 from the Building Fund 
for code and permit consultations to 
survey the seismic, accessibility and 
structural issues. Further discussion of 
the building (and a potluck) will take 
place at the Community Room at 345 
Church Street at 6 pm on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 20. 

Lea circulated copies of thenew UAHC 
‘Inside Leadership’ newsletter. Copies 
of available High Holiday sermons were 
mailed to those who requested them. 
Copies of the book called A House in 
Order: Making Life’s Final Preparations 
were distributed and appreciated. The 
Va’ad recognized and thanked Irene 
Ogus and Alex Ingersoll in addition to 
the individuals listed on page 53 of the 
book. 

The Va’ad unanimously approved 26 
new members proposed by the Mem-
